In September, 1905, Mr. Agent MoKenzie reported 
that the Lady Superior of the Kenora Boarding School had 
called on him with reference to two little girls who had 
been taken into that institution for charity's sake, their 
present statue being that of half=breeds. The Superior 
said that they were no longer able to retain them as 
carnt-earners and asked that they should be recognised by 
the Department. 

Mr. MoKenzie was informed that the authorities 
of this school were well aware when they received these 
children that they wore not entitled to draw the srant 
for them,and if they were not willing to keep them they 
should not have taken them in. 

Sister Fachambeault brought this matter again 
to the notice of the Department in Ootober, last, when 
she received a similar reply. She has written again ask- 
ing that the Department may reconsider its decision and 
allow these pupils to be enrolled as grant earners. They 
are orphans and have no one to look after them, and it 
would be an act of charity to provide for them. As the

Holidays The length of these holidays has alwaye 
been arranged by the Schmol and also the time when they should be Aneg 
the Agent has never interfered ar been asked as to these matters 
In my opinion the length of tne holidays and the time is alright 
as it enables{the children to accompany their parents at berry 
picking time, when they are a considerable help, but the parents 
do not like eturning their ediden to this School after the 
hollidays and we have considerable difficulty in getting them back. 

We have to use pressure to get the Indians to send their 
children to the Kenora School, and the Indians say that they are 
cruel to the children, and hit and thrash them, I have made all 
the enquiries I can but can get nothing definate, and I do not 
believe they are cruel, There have been several cases of thrashing, 
two since this Principal has been at the Schhol, but no doubt the 
children deserved it, the reason given Was that the boys were 
noisy at table and would not do What they were told, so I have 
told the Principal that in future no thrashing should be done 
until the matter had been taken up with me, and if I considered 
the children deserved it I would not protect them, This order was 
given owing to the numerous complaints received, 

I may say that the Principal has not had very much experience 
with Indians and does not speak good English, The Mother Superior do 
not speak any Indiang and has not done this xind of work before. 
and none of the staff are English perfect with the exception of 
possible one, 

My sympathy is at present with Cecilia Jeffrey School as the 
finished product is much better than that turned out from Kenora 
School, and when I visit the Kenora School the Children always 
seem to be frightened of the Agent and the School staff, the exact 
opporite is nogicable at Shoal Lake, In my opinion it is not a 
question of Religion but in the way the School is run. This one by 
fear the other by kindness, 

Every child of school age at the Shoal Lake Reserves is at 
School or not available, and very few of their children are from 
the Rat Por@age Reserve which is situate close to the Kenora School 
but the only way I can fill this school is by force whilst we do 
not have much ee eet at in getting pupils for Cecilia Jeffrey, a lof 
of the Indian are willing to send their children to school but will 
not allow then to go to this school, 

The principal does not believe in not giving holidays to thone 
shildren who do not retirn at the proper time as it would punish the 
staff as well by keeping them there, 

I would refer you to the last gnnual report from the &chool 
whereithey thank me for #he-aseietance my kindness and attention 
in all matters connected with the School, and Mr Paget will no 
doubt remember the flowery letter of thanks I got from the Principal 
and Staff of the School last Xmas this was a personal letter to me 
and was destroyed after Mr Paget returned it to me, 

There have been three New Principals at the Schhol since I 
have been at this Agency, I do not know why so many changes 

Constable on several occasions had to make trip to get 
runaway children back to this school last summer, 

I wish to assure the Department thet this Office does the bes 
possible in every way to assist the Kenora School and does not make 
any distinction or show any favoritism to the other school, the whol 
trouble lies in the managemant of the school or some grievance the 
Indians have against it, 

I have asked the Parish Priest Father Laventie and also sever 
People round if they would not take more interest in this School 
as things were not going Well, but it does no good, 

Mr Ferrier might take a trip here and he could inspect this 
School and the one at Shoal Lake, and we might then find out where 
the trouble is,

Indian Agent in last 15 years have only brought 3 new pupils to 
the School. 
3. The Indian policeman seems to ve unable to bring back the 
children to the School, would Mr Edwards asx the Mounted Police 
to help, > 
4, Is Mr Edwards prepared to punish any fellow carrying stories 
against the school,i,e. That we are illusing the children, and

isually too old when they begin to come to School. (b) Their 
hollidays (summer) last too long. (c) They are too much in

In connection with the above:- 

1. The Principal cannot give me any idea who he refers to, but 
says it is not the Agent or anyone in this office, it may be the 
Chief, but he cannot find out who it is, but knoWs there must be 
someone, or there would not be so much trouble, 

Last summer the Principal on his asking me was instructed to 
allow the parents to visit the School to see their children only 
during hollidays and after school hours, he was also told that he 
need not let the shildren out of School to see their parents unless 
he wished to, as in my opinion the Agent had nothing to do with 
how he ran the School provided it was run according to the laws 
and Wishes of the Department as laid down in their publications 
and if there was any trouble he was to let me knoW, This I may 
say now is the fisst complaint from the School I have received, 

There is no one to my knoWledge inciting the children to go to 
Cecilia Jeffrey School, instead of this one. 

2. All support possible is given to the School from this office 
and many children have been indirectly sent back to the Schhol 
through my self and my constable, In fact Hansen has made trips 
by canoe and train 40 and 50 miles to see Indians who had not 
sent their children back, and we have brought children back on 
the boat from the Reserves for the Sehhol, but of course have not 
landed them at the School dock, The Mounted Police could not do 
any more that Constable Hansen has done, but the Principal might 
be allowed if he asks us for help and does not get it to employ 
the Mounted Police, 

4. I am always prepared to punish any one who carrys taf®s that 
are not true, against the School, if the Principal will bring 
them or come with them before me, but he does not seem Willing 

to do this as I aged an Indian the other day who had a complaint 
to come to the AES BY the Priest, the Indian returned and 
said the Priest would nét come, so when I saw the Principal ke seid 
he said he Would not come with any Indian, he would not lower 
himself, but if I had asked him to bring the Indian it would be 
alright.

School. 

On ®nd inetant after the payments, I had a long conference 
with the Indians and asked their complaints against this School 
The main points were that the New Principal was too rough with the 
Children and would not listen to the Indians when they came to the 
School, he went to the Indian houses with a gun, and frightened 
them, that he carries a knotted bootlace with him for the purpose 
of hitting the pupils, 

I visited the School next day and discussed these points with 
the Principal and he informed me that he was not too rough with 
the children, but that the discipline was so bad he had to be 
very strict, he did not taxe the gun to frighten the Indians 
and he did not often use the bootlace, 

The staff at the School did not seem to think the Principal 
was too strict, and said that more discipline was needed, The 
last Principal was too lenient 

There have been 7 children ran away from this School during 
the last few days they have all be@n brought back by Constable 
Hansen with the exception of one, who has not yet been located 
these children are from close to the School and we were lucky 
enough to get them when the Indians came to be paid, 

The Principal explained to me that the late rincipal used to 
6° round and get the children back himself, but he could not do 
sO as it cost too nuch, I explained h should do his share and 
not expect the Department to pay everything, but he seemed to 
think that was entirely the Agents ity and also that it was only 
the Agents duty to get new children and not the Church or School@ 

On questioning the Children it appears they all ran a y 
because they were afraid of being punished for something wrong they 
had done, 

In conclusion I may say that the Principal was overseas and is 
very nervous and excitable and this may be the caume of the trouble 
In my opinion another Principal in his place might heln matters ag 
the Indians here are very indignant and do not like this man, 
although I believe he is doing What he conséoanTpS sn sidern is the 
best, 

The ether Indians used to come round at all houss, now h

To this he would answer that he could not foresee the late- 
ness of the season and secondly that the Indians, specially those 
around large centers were keen to have their children with them 
in order to allow them to participate in the celebrations attend< 
ing the Diamond Jubilee of the Confederation, 


The Principal has asked me to respectfully 
lay the whole situation before you with the request that for this 
present year the holiday term be extended 15 days for the chil= 
afen of his school, per capita grant being allowed meanwhile. 

You will kindly communicate your answer to the Rev.Principal and 
Af you think in order to advise me at Gravelbourg.

It 
is stated that this replacement is most urgent. 
Punds are available for certain oxpenditure at 
this school and I have enquired as to the best and 
most economical method of satisfying the request. 
The Consulting Naval “ngineer of the Department of 
Defence recommends the purchase of a 32-40 h. 
Redwing engine from Messrs. Kh. A. Sproule { 
Ottawa. This engine has run from one to two 
thousand miles and has been lately completely over- 
hauled at the factory.

Iaying the roof 
in this manner has caused the galvanized iron roof to 
rust out from below, while the surface still looks 
reas@nably good, close examination shows it to be full 
of pio holes, Th is however part of the opiginal 
tin roof that hes never been recovered that is in not too 
bad_a condition, but it should eat least have a good 
coaf of Asphaltum Paint, The other part of the roof- 
ing will need to be teken off and replaced with new 
galvanized iron, but to meke a first class job we woula 
recommend putting a new "Keysténe Apoblo" galvenized 
iron roof over the entire main roof, The galvanized 
iroo roofs on the lean-to's can be put in good condition 
by repairing the soldered joints and repairing the 
fleshinoge.

In accordance with your request concerning the state- 
ment of Inspector Bennett as to the condition of the motor in 
our boat,I herewith append my report on the matter. 


At the time the engine arrived here,I was unfortunate 
in not having at my disposal,the services of one of our own 
expert mechanics whom I was expecting.The only alternative 
therefore,was to hire a Mechanic in Kenora,and,after making 
extensive enquiries,a man was recommanded to me who undertook 
to do the work.The installation being accomplished,a trial 
trip was made on the lake,and I had certainly no reason to be 
enthusiastic over the result! 

In the first place,neither the self-starter nor the 
oOil-pump ever worked at all.The packing however,is to be consid- 
ered as the greatest trouble;for,upon the ovcasion of the trial 
trip above mentioned,not lees than twelve gallons of oil were 
comsumed,and this was a auantity certainly out of all proportion 
to the distance travelled,and I am unable to say that there » 
any marked improvement in this respect upon the few other oc 
Sions whea the boat was taken out.

Anderson,who has examined the engine a few days ago,is to make 
his report concerning this matter. 


Remarke. 

In view of the fact that the vendors guaranteed this engine,it 
seems to me that it would have been both to their own interest, 
and to that of the purchasers had they undertaken to send a man 
to install it,and failing thie precaution upon their part,that 
the purchasers themselves would have stipulated for this condi 
tion.The guarantee that the engine would give satisfaction is, 
I presume,based upon the supposition that it would be properly 
installed,and this being so,it seems incredible that the Compa- 
ny as guarantore,did not take any step to insure this condition, 
and so it appears that they have not done their utmost to make 
good their guarantee. 


In view of the above circumstances related in my report, 
the fact that I accepted the engine may not seem to be alto-

I am in receipt of a copy of your letter to our 
Indian Agent,Mr.Frank Edwards re the proposed installation 
of a new engine in the School launch. With regard to your 
advice however,that the school authorities make arrangements 
for a new engine,I regret to inform you that I could not 
possibly proceed along these lines without the definite 
assurance that the Department would be willing to defray the 
cost,or at any rate,a gonsiderable portion thereof.You may, 
therefore accept this as the special plea for a grant in this 
connection as mentioned in your letter. 


Owing to an excessively wet season last year,our crop 
od hay and potatoes was & failure,and we had to buy both com- 
mpdities at high prices.Moreover ,added to this handicap,we 
have lost no fewer than five head of stock during the past 
few months;and as two of theme were work horses,we 
to replace them immediately by « h and egostly purchases. 
Finally,the amount of sickness in the school during the past 
winter has been quite exceptiomal,and this fact in addition 
to the above mentioned misfortunes doves not leave us in a 
position to contemplate any such expenditure as the purchase 
and installation of a new engine for the boat would involve 


us in. 
May I add that I have never,at any time,realized the 


poesibility of setting anything aside out of the grant to this 
school,which would serve as & standby for such occasions as 
the present,and indeed I may say that when everything is going 
all right,it is only with the greatest care and vigilance that 
we are able to make ends meet,and at a time of misfortune like 
the present it is more than we can do to entertabn any expen-

I have your letter of the 50th ultimo, addressed 
to the Superintendent of Indian Education, with reference 
to the requirements at the Kenora Indian Residential School. 


Relative to meeting the cost of a marine engine for 
the school boat, I wish to state that last year the Depart- 
ment supplied equipment which was considered quite suitable. 
This evidently was not installed by an expert and the sehool 
authorities must take a large share in the responsibility 
for the present replacement need. In view of this, I 
consider the Department's offer to meet half the cost of a 
suitable engine is more than fair. I note that the school 
is hardly able to meet current expenses. I wish to suggest 
to you that the church authorities do as is done in the 
majority of Indian residential schools, i. e., provide a 
grant for special purposes from tine to time. 


Mr. Ferrier has asked me to refer to the first 
sentence of your letter and to point out that, since your 
visit to Ottawa, the Department has arranged for proper 
ventilation of the barn; has made repairs to the kitchen 
range and to the plumbing; has overhauled the electric 
motor and pump; has asked for a full report and recommend- 
ation from the Dunham Neating Company on the entire heating 
system, with a view to taking whatever remedial action is 
necessary; is ready to proceed with the painting and with 
the repairing of the walls and with the replacement of the 
chapel pews, as soon as quotations have been recvived; is 
favourably considering replacing the dining room tables, 
building cupboards, etc., renewing the platforms on the 
fire escapes, repairing the chimneys, repairing the wharf 
and renewing the roof of the henhouse. y 


You may rest assured that, whenever funds are 
available for the purpose, the Department will give favour- 
ble consideration to all logitimate reyuirements.

The amount of Radiation is more than sufficeéent, and you would 
have not trouble if all the Nadiators got hot.

The Boiler is apparently of sufficient Capacity and the draft I am 
told is adequate. 


The chief trouble lies in the system of piping which is employed 
on this job and shown on plan. 
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Another source of trouble is in the height of the boiler setting. 
On account of having rock to deal with, the boiler has not been 
set as low as it should have been. 

In Order to use the present eystem of piping, this boiler should 
@ at least 18" lower, 

As at present used, the condensed water will pile up toward the 
‘orth end of building, while the South end will work fine, 


The branches in the North part are enti rely too long and too small 
and have too little fall to work in connection wi th the south end, 
or to work well at all for that matter, 


It ie@ @ aystem that should never be used when any other could be 

put in, because all the condensed water having to come back to the 
Boiler through the same pipe that takes the steam, causes a c ertain 
amoant of this condensation to be re-ev porated, causing the steam 

to reach the point of maximum satur tion before reaching the ade 
jators, when the aim should be to supply as dry steam as possible. 


An overhead bain could be used in this ullding without lowering

I certeinly appreciate the opportunity you afforded me in 
going over this inspection with you, and you can always depend on me 
anytime that I can be of service to you when life and property are 
at stake, because by coeoperating together I am sure that we cen not

Necessity progyts me to make application for some 
urgent repaize to be made in our school.These are mostly plumbing 
repairs for the water alosete. 

Many water tanks are out of order and occasion a oonsider~ 
able waste of water.In four of them,the water is running almost 
GOntinually,and would likely need new fittings since these secm 
to be no goodj;last year,a Plumber examifed them and done his best 
to put them ia good order,and a couple weeks ago,I had a mechania 
look at them again,whom I hired for the purpose. 

These fittings would cost approximately $15.00 each,provided we 
oould get them separately.If sot(as they do not seem to sell 
fittings “without the tanks at the Hardware store) the coset would 
be betwean $25.00 and 132.00 each. 

Some parts of the fittings should be replaced in two 
other tanks,whioch,wery often, are out of order. This would cost 
about $6.00 for each tank. 

Two closet seats are badly damaged and should be repla- 
ced at the cost of $12.00 each. 

—_— @ also need one new complete Water Closet outfit for 

the convenience of some membere of the Staff who have to walk 

down two etairs,when there should be a lavatory on that same floor 
or,at least on the next one. From the Catalog I have (J.H. Ashdown, 
inaipeg),the Closet Combination needed would cost $73.00. 

It would take lumber about four daye to set all above 
in good order,st eight to ten dollars per day,I presume.

The Separate School Inspector, who recently visited this 
School, states that the dormitories have insufficient fire 
escapes, and recommends that this be remedied as soon as 
possible.

This Bscape, in our opinion, is exceptionally 
suitable for Suildings, such as the Kenora Indian School, 
wherein the pupils rane inage from 5 to 18 years - These 
Pupils sleep in the Building, and as pointed out py Fire 
Chief Dubois, should a fire occur in the night, it is next 
to impossible to awaken the younger children, and with this 
style of Pire Escape, they could be thrown into the Chute 
by the older children. The Chute Platforms are well 
protected from heat. 


It would be necessary to install a two- 
flight Chute - The cost of doing this work would be 
approximately $3000.00.

| Kiidly allow me to write over again about the repairs of the 
Gas Engine at Ken6ra School.It is not my intention to trouble you mich longer about 
this matter. 

While in Ottawa,about two years ago,I asked you if the Department would buy a 
new Gas Engine for the Kenora School Boat,as the one sent by the Department was com 
pletely out of order.The cost of a new engine was over a thousand dollars. You told 
me then that you would pay only half,or a little over five hundred dollars. The 
School was not in a position to Spend any money and this matter was left in abe an- 
ce. 

During summer 1928, the Reverfa Principal decided to repair the old engine,and 
in doing so he was sure to save money.In fact,the total cost of the repairs was on- 
ly $ 464.00.It is true that Brother Gauthier worked at it for many days,but no sala- 
ry was charged. 

I said the old engine purposely,for it was welded in many places.I have seen 
that myself. 

In the fall,1928,I went to Ottawa with R-Fr Guy and I submitted to you again 
this matter.You seemed to be pleased and you told me you were ready to pay the bill 
in full.Unfortunately I had not all the vouchers and the payment was delayed.These 
were forwarded to the Department December I7th I9 3eWe were glregdy to late.January 
the 2Ist,I received a letter from Mr McLean-No I: T-eetving that "funds were com 
pletely assigned,and that consideration to reimbursement could not be given at that 
time."I was greatly Surprised to receive from Reverend Fr Baillargeon a copy of Mr 
MacKenzie's letter—No I29-I-5, August 2I,stating"he was unable to find that any autho 
rity has vette etn,» No wonder!{We have no written promise,but the oral promise of 
a highofficial of the Department is Surely just as good.

During @ cOnversation with Father Ballargeon 
this morning he was under the impression that one of the 
present Fire Escapes be left on the job, that is, the plat- 


forms cr the North West corner of the Building should be left 
as they are with the poles left in position for sliding down 
in an emergency. 


You no doubt remember the suggestions of Mr, 
Orr and Brother Gautier at the time that we wore instructed 
to figure on @ steel stair fire escape in place of the chute 
type of which we had the contract. 


At that time it was decided that the landings 
of the present fire escape be moved around to the new addition 
on the North and that stairs be put in between these landings. 


fo refresh your memory we would point out that 
it was necessary to change the location of the Platforms on the 
South West corner of the school so that the stair coula be put 
in and turned around the corner, landing on the South side of 
the building - This of course necessitated the removal of the 
poles. 


When we estimated on the cost of erecting steel 
stairs oaturally our price was with a view of using the present 
platforma on the new fire escapes = It is therefore necessary 
to ask an additional price of Three Hundred and Sixteen ($316. ) 
Dollars if new platforms are used.

Dear sir:- re Septio Tank at Catholic Indian school Kenora. 

The above Septic Tank is in poor condition. It hag 
for a load the wastes from all the toilets, baths &@.e, a8 well as 
the discharge from all laundry and kitchen fixtures. It is at all 
times overloaded with grease, which appears to be carried to the 
disposal bed with the very large amount of flush water. This tark 
is kept working at this time by using large amounts of desolvent 
chemical. The staff at the school have for the last few years to 
Clean out the different compartments every few months. 

The siphon equipment is not in working order, and 
there is no way provided for emptying this part of the system 
to make inspection or make repairs. 

The filter beds and distributing nozzles need atq 
tention, and the outlet from field tile and underdrainage is at 
present emptying on open ground about ten feet from the shore 
line where it runs in a rotten stream above grade into the lake. 
The point where thie Sewerage enters the lake ig not more than 
ten feet from where the arinking water line is taken to the 
pumps, although thie water intake is said to extend some dis- 
tance out in the lake. I wouldé say that provision should be 


made to have it carefully examined as soon as the weather per-

I was authorized $500.00 to have an Implement 
Shed put up;I have paid for wages and material concerning 
game © 205.30 and have not as yet received a cheque accounting 
for this. 


®his confusion arises from the fact that,what I 
apprehehéed hae occurred; had taken all possible care to 
keep the different items separated,and they have been mixed up. 


I might say that the $1643.37 had nothing what- 
ever to do with the clearing of land nor with the building of 
the shed;that sum s solely for ges paid by me for the 
building of the new aédition and the boat-house.

The point where this sewerage enters the lake is not more 
than ten feet from where the drinking water line is taken 
to the pumps, although this water intake is said to extend 
Some distance out in the lake. I would say that provision 
should be made to have it carefully examined as soon as the 
Weather premits as this Pipe has been in use for a long time 


and is likely rotted out. 
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Accordingly, I would recommend that a pipe 
line be laid to outlet the waste from the laundry and 
kitchen into the lako,mbut that a grease trap be constructed 
to remove greases and fates. Having these removed it might 
be possible to convince the Health authorities that little 
or no bacteria is being passed into the lake and we remove 
the unsightly skim of grease and fats that would otherwise 
float on the surface of the water in the vicinity of the 
Pipe outlet. No other solution of the problem of disposing 
of this laundry and kitchen waste presents itself owing to 
the rocky formation and lack of suitable soil to make a 
large laundry sump. I would recommend that the present 
Septic tank and filter chanber be removed to make way for 
& new septic tank and syphon chamber similar in size and 
design to that erected at the Cecelia Jeffrey Indian school, 
Kenora. The syphon chamber would outlet into a sub-irrigation 
Gisposal bed. The space available for this bed is very 
limited and the nature of the ground is such that excavation 
will be necessary to provide for the laying of a gravel bed 
about fifteen inches deep, but depending upon the nature of 
the soil. The four inch tile would be laid upon this gravel 
bed and the whole covered with an 18 inch later of sand and 
Glay mixture. 


it is difficult to make an estimate of the 
probable cost of this work owing to the uncertainty of the 
Size of the disposal bed obtainable. The preparation of 
this bed would be costly. However, in my Opinion the 
probable cost of the work recommended would be as follows;

As previously mentioned this schcol was 
apparently located without regard to the present requirements 
of a sewerage disposal System that will permit of no con- 
taminatian of the water supply from the Lake of the Woods, 
soil conditions are unfavorable and to overcome these con- 
ditions and install a satisfactory disposal system will be 
expensive. The work should be done in July or at such time 
as the school is closed for the summr.

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In operation, not only the sewerage but all 
waste from the larnndry and kitchen is passed into the septic 
tank, Without any screen in front of the outlet to the tank, 
old clothes, boots, etc., pass into the tank, block the 
overflow pipe and sgphon and have at times caused overflow- 
ing of the tank through the syphon chamber manhole. The 
passing of the laundry and kiichen waste through the septic 
tank and filter chamber results in the soaps and greases 
rapidly plugging the filter beds, rendering that part of 
the system useless so that the filter chamber has merely 
become &@ cesspool. If there is any disposal bed it is 
probably useless owing to the nature of the soil in which 
the tiles were laid. The aeptic tank is not sufficiently 
large to take care of the waste from the toilets and baths 
alone, not to mention the additional burden of the laundry 
and kitchen wastes and in any case the laundry and kitchen 
wastes should not be passed through the septic tank and 
disposal beds. 


The chief complaint the Principal of the 
school had to make of the present installation was that 
they had to clean out the tank two or three times a year, 
that it occasionally overflowed and that there was a dis- 
agreeable odor from the outlet. However the situation 
is probably more serious than that. The new water intake 
main about to be installed extends out about 1,000 feet 
to what is supposed to be a channel of slow moving current 
towards one of the lake outlets. The intake of the Kenora 
Water Supply is downstream some distance from this point 
and the Ontario Department of Health are now taking measures 
to compel summer campers on the lake to cease polluting the 
waters by passing untreated sewerage etc. into the lake. 
Dr. Ferguson, Medical Health Officer for Kenora, and also 
for the Department of Indian Affairs, when interviewed by 
the writer stated he could not agree with my suggestion 
that we pass the laundry and kitchen wastes from the Indian 
wehool directly untreated into the lake and doubtless he 
woulda strongly object to the passing of dangerous bacteria 
into the lake as is now being done through the present 
System. 


it was my intention to recommend the placing 
of a new pipe line from the school direct to the lake to 
carry the laundry and kitchen wastes and to clean out and 
put into condition the existing septic tank and filter 
chamber and eliminate the disposal bed for the disposal of 
the sewage from the toilets and baths. With the existing 
system this would probably not eliminate the passing of 
some oolén bacilli germs into the lake, but the contamin- 
ation would be slight ani would not affect the water supply 
for the school and the town of Kenora's water supply is 
chlorinated anyway. In view of the probable attitude of 
the Health Authorities I do not believe this recommendation 
could be carried out.

SEWERAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM 
FOR 
ROMAN CATHOLIC INDIAN SCHOOL,

On May 30th the undersigned visited the 
Kenora Roman Catholic Indian School and inso@ar as conditions 
permitted made an examination of the sewage disposal system. 
The Principal of the school was not there when the system 
was installed but he kindly loaned me & set of plans of the 
sewage disposal system but could not say whether the system 
was actually installed in accordance with the plans. I also 
saw Captain Edwards, Indian Agent at Kenora, and secured 
from him a copy of a report made November, 1929, by Mr. 
Chas. Ratchford, a plumber at Kenora, on the condition of 
the sewage disposal system. A copy of this report is 
attached. 


Evidently this school was located without 
thought of the installation of a system for rendering the 


sewerage harmless. The school is located in close prox- 
imity to the Lake of the Woods in a small bay with the 
natural drainage into the lake. Solid rock is exposed in 
many places and the soil covering is generally shallow. 

The present location of the septic tank, filter and disposal 
bed is the only place where conditions permit unless expensive 
rock excavation was resorted to. The available area for the 
Sewage disposal system is too limited for satisfactory 
results. 


According to the plans the septic tank is 
constructed of concrete, with inside dimensions of five feet 
by ten feet and eight feet deep, divided into two chambers, 
each accessible by a manhole. The syphon discharges through 
piping to a filter about 20 feet distant. This filter 
chamber is nine feet by fifteen feet by eight feet inside 
dimensions, built of concrete and provided with a manhole. 
This filter outlets to a ddsposal bed 20 feet by 50 feet 
extending to the lake. The septic tank and filter were 
filled with sewerage and no examination was possibla. There 
was some flowage into the lake from the disposal bed area, 
this flowage having a very obnoxious odor and doubtless 
contains dangerous bacteria. Iwas unable to learn whether 
there actually is or is not any disposal bed installed, but 
I doubt whether there is such a bed.

No temporary measures will relieve 
these conditions ar it i therefore recommended that no 
work be done this y Conditions for the coming year 
will be no more serious then for the pest two or three 
years and the system will function unsatisfactorily of 
course. 


When in Kenora recently, I expleined

year, and explained that under these conditions I considered 
it inadvisable to make any alterations in the existing 
system this yeer, and was so reporting. They expressed

Bugene Gauthier down, 
and it was not the fault of the pump, but was on account of 
the high lift. He suggested a new pump house be built near 
the lake, and the pump placed there so that the water could be 
pushed up instead of drawn up. In that case the pump would 
have ample capacity.

The 4" pipe line should have been laid at least 
3' below the lowest anticipated water level of the lake. 
It has been laid only about 1' telow the water level pre- 
vailing in April and May, and at the present time, for a 
considerable distance from the shore. she fact that the 
old pipe line never froze, is no reason to assume that the 
new one won't, especially since the old pipe is set nearly 
9" lower and appears to be encased within an outer pipe. 
ie only safe measure ior ensuring that this new pipe line 
will not freeze, is to lower it so that there is five feet 
of solid earth govering out to the point where the water 
is now 4' deep. I would not care to recommend any other 
course. It might be possible to so cover up the pipe line 
as it now rests, in shallow water, so as to prevent freez- 
ing, but I have no sug.estions to make along these lines. 
You know what the consequences would be should this pipe 
line freeze up, so mo expense should be considered too 
great to ensure interrupted water service. 


1 expect that wir. J. T- xose of this staff will

Following our examination of tne new pump and 
pipe line installed at the R- Ce Indian School at senora, 
I have studied the Campbell Heating vompany's proposals, 
made in writing to you, under date of April 30, 1930. 
vhis firm reported that the lake level was about 22 teet 
below the pump, and recommended their “First Proposal* 
as “the proper and thorough way to install this job", and 
“For the reason that this pump motor and suction line are 
ot the proper capacity to do this job thoroughly". Act- 
iog upon their report and recommendations, I understand 
you advised that the work be proceeded with. Later, this 
Gompany demanded and secured, an additional $600.00, above 
their original ofier tor doing the work. Mr. Campbell now 
states that the lake level is 24' 8" below the pump. I 
would here like so point out that on September 13th, the 
lake level was 1055.90, and on no day during the month of 
April, 1950, dia the lake level reach this elevation; it 
was always lower. Had the suction litt been only 22 feet 
and had the 4" pipe line been properly laid below the 
trost line, and otherwise mw operly laid, ia all probability 
the system would have worked, but however, with little mar- 
gin ot satety. I am now assuming that the suction ligt 
has been found to be nearly 25 teet. ‘the Campbell Heating 
Company, acting in tne capacity of Advisory Engineers, as 
well as Contractors, have theretore, the responsibility of 
seeing that the system is made to work in a “thorough way".

assuming the suction litt to be 25 teet, I am of 
the opinion that taking into consideration triction losses 
in the pipe line, and the possibility ot still lower water 
in the lake, that the new pump, as installed, cannot be 
made to serve Satistactorily, and that no time should be 
wasted in attempting to make it dO 80s. the pump and 
motor are efticient, but not dependable against a suction 
Lixt in excess ot 22 teet, when there are several triction 
losses. xhe remedy, taerefore, is to decrease the suction 
lift by lowering the pump. seing as it is necessary to 
move the pump, it would be advisable to lower it sufficiently 
to ensure efiicient operation. I would sugsest that a 
new pump house be erected immediately over the check valve

I have seen Mr. Campbell to-day and he informs 
me that the old pipe is only cased from the pump house 
to the check valve, and not in the lake. The new pipe 
when it strikes the water and from there on, is lower than 
the old one. He believes that if we were to cover the 
pipes which lay alongside each other until they strike deep 
waterm there will be no chance of they freezing. I1 would 
recommend the pump house be built and the pipe either covered 
or lowered and I should like to get instructions along 
these lines and in view of Mr. Gow's letter, should like to 
know who is to pay for the pump house and the work on the 
pump line. The water is lower in the lake than it has been 
for many years and the ola pump is liable to give out at 
any time. I shall be glad, therefore, to receive instructions 
as soon as possibke as cold weather will soon be setting in.

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INTRODUCTORY, 


The Roman Catholioe Indian Sehoo) is located 
Glows to the shore of a small bay ef Lake of the Woods, 
about three miles from Kenora. It ie accessible with 
4affioulty by automobile and readily accessible by boat 
during the open water period, This repert deals with 
the present condition of the existing sewage disposal 
system and outlines alternative systems that might be 
installed to provide an adequate sewage disposal system, 
Plans and profiles of the proposed works, tozether with 
estimates of the cost, are included in the report. The 
elevations given on the plans and profiles are to Geodetic 
Survey of Canada datum and the surveys were made by an 


engineer of thie staff, 


EXISTING SEWAGE SYST. 


The school was erected by the Church and was 
located without regard to the difficulty of installing an 
adequate dispowal system as later became neo 
the enlargenent of the sdhool and the necessity of 
preventing pollution of the water of the lake, Originally 
all sewage wae piped directly into the lake, but later 
a disposal systea was installed. This systes consists of 
a sentio tank with inside dimensions of 5' x 10' and 8! 
deep, divided into two chambers, each accessible by a 
manhole. The tank is constructed of concrete, The 
septic tank is connected by a pipe te a filter chamber 
with inside diweneione of 9' x 15" and 8° high, constructed 
of concrete and provided with a manhole, The filter

PROPOSED SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEMS, 
General, 
The school is located about one half a mile 


above the intake of the Kenora Water Supply System, 

This system is located above the town of Kenora, so that 
none of the town sewers discharge above the intake. How. 
ever, along the shores of the mainkand and on many of 
the islands there are located many summer homes that are 
also polluting the water of the lake. Kenora's water 
supply is being chlorinated to such a degree as to render 
it very disagreeable to drink and still the Ontario 
Department of Health is not satisfied as to its safety. 
Steps are now being taken to prevent the pollution of the 
water of the lake and this Indian School is considered to 
be @ very great offender in this respect. Any proposed 
alteration to the sewage system at the school will evid- 
ently have to meet with the approval of the Ontario Board 
of Health. Accordingly, in this report. two alternative 
schemes for a sewage disposal system are outlined, varying 
considerably in cost. It is hoped that if the cheaper 
scheme will not meet with the approval of the Health 
Authorities that the moré expensive scheme might. It is 
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Pealised, however, that neither schene will prevent some 


pollution of the water of the lake 


4.- Sohene No, 1. 


This sehene provides for making use of the 
existing septic tank and the filter cheuber and the entire 
reconstruction of the disposal bed. Also, it ie intended 
to pase all sanitary drainage from the school through 
the disposal system as is done at the present time, 

(a) Septic Tank, 

It is proposed to partially remove the ex- 
ieting partition, thus converting the structure into one 
compartment to be utilized as a settling chamber. 

Some minor charges will be required in the outlet pipes 
of the tank, A new 4" vitrified pipe line will be 
necessary to connect this tank to the filter tank. 

(bo) Filter Tank. 

Thies tank will be cleaned out, leaving only 
the walls. A syphon chamber will be built in, thereby 
converting the structure into a septic tank, An Anthes 
syphon will be installed. The syphon will discharge 
into the feeder line of the disposal bed. 

(ce) Disposal Bed. 

The old disposal bed will be entirely removed 
and a new bed built up in accordance withthe design for 
Disposal Bed No, 2, as shown on aceompanying plans, This 
disposal bed, 36' x 120', will provide in emcess of 
1,000 lineal feet of tile drainage, or about 15 lineal 
feet Per capita. The disposal bed, being built up of 
@ruvel and sand, should be very efficient, The disposal 
bed is entirely above the high water level of the lake, yet 


in close proximity to the shore, 
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Br Seheme No. 2. 

This proposed scheie provides for « more 
Complete disposal system and more in confornity with 
modern installations. It involves the complete serapping 
of the existing disposal syeten and fer separate dis- 
posal of the laundry and kitchen waete, No use will be 
made of the old septic tank, the filter tank will be 
partially demolished to make way for the disposal bed, 
and the old disposal bed will be entirely removed, 

(s) Septic tank, 

A new reinforced concrete septie tank will 
be constructed as shown on the accompenying plans. This 
tank will be similar in type to the septic tank built 
at the Cecilia Jeffrey Indian Sehool, Kenors. Bach 
syphon will discharge into separate disposal beds, 

(o) Disposal Beds, 

Two disposal beds are provided, each 

36' x 120°, adjoining each other mut constructed on 


different levels to conform to the steep slope of the 


ground, Wo. 1 bed is built up of the natural earth 


excavated from Bed No, 2, while No. 2 bed is to be 
built up of gravel and sand. The beds will be terraced 
and made attractive. The accompanying plane give details 


of both beds, 


(ce) Laundry Drain. 


Disposal of the laundry and kitehen drainage 
presents a difficult problem, as all natural drainage leads 
direotly to the lake fronting the sehool grounds, It is 
very undesirable to have a greasy film covering the water 


surface in any conspicuous area. Accordingly, it is 
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«fe 


proposed to lay a drain from the laundry end of the 
sohool to a small sheltered bay of the lake, well away 
from the school grounds. The location of this drain ie 
shown in red on one of the accompanying plans. Ae the 
depth of soil overlying the rock is shallow and in the 
vicinity of the shore there is no covering, it becomes 
nee ary to build up a covering for the drain through - 
out almost ite entire length and to protect the outlet 
with erib-work and filling. The drain will be 6" 
vitrified piping and that portion projecting into the 
lake will be cast iron pipe. Alterations in the plumbing 
eystea in the school will also be necessary to convey 


the laundry drainage to the proposed drain, 


Conelusions and Recommendations, 


The sewage disposal system designated as 

Gohene No. 1 hae the disadvantage in that the laundrey 4 
drainage is not separated from the other sewage and 
results in overloading the whole system on certain days 
so that bacteria is very likely to be passed through the 
disposal beds into the lake. The great advantage of 
the scheme ae compared with that designated as Schere 
No. 2 is the difference in cost. Beheme Wo, 2 offers 
the objectionable feature that the laundry and kitchen 


waste is drained directly into the lake, a feature prob- 


ably objectionable to the Ontario Department of Health. 


It does, however, provide a very efficient method of 
treating the sewage from the school and preventing 


dangerous bacteria from reaching the lake. 


Taking into consideration the fact that 


this Indien Sehool is an old structure and has almost 
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obe 


reached the end of efficient usefviness, the writer 
cannot recommend thet any such elaborate or expensive 
dvainage disposal system an Schese Jo, 2 should be pro- 
ceeded with, Should, however, the Department of Indian 
Affaire contemplate utilising the present school for an 
additional term of ten years, then the writer would urge 
that consideration be given to the construction of a new 
disposal syetem in the summer of 1931 along the lines 
outlined in Sehene No. 1.

Following cur examination of the new pump and pipe line 
installed at the R.C. Indian School at Kenora, I have studied the 
Campbell Heating Company's proposals, made in writing to you under date 
April 30th, 1930. This firm reported that the lake level was about 22 

feet below the pump, and recommended their "first proposal” as *The 
proper and thorough way to install this job", and "For the reason that 
this pump motor and suction line are of the proper capacity to do this 
job thoroughly ." Acting upon their report and recommendations I under- 
stand you advised that the work be proceeded with. Later, this Company 
demanded and secured an additionak $600 above their oririnal offer for 
doing the work. Mr. Campbell now states that the lake levei is 24'8" 
below the purp. I would here like to point out that on September 13th, 
the lake level was 1055.90 and on no day during the month of April 1930 
did the lake level reach this elevation; it was always lower. Had the 
suction lift been only 2¢ feet and had the 4" pipe line been properly 
luid below the frost line, and otherwise properly iaid, in all probability 
the system would have worked, but however, with little margin of safety. 
I am now assuming that the suction lift has been found to be nearly 25 
feet. The Campbell Heating Company, acting in the capacity of Advisory 
Engineers, as well as contractors, have therefore, the responsibility of 
seeing that the system is made to work ina "thorough way." 


CANADA 
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Assuming the suction lift to we 25 feet, 1 am of the 
opinion that taking into consideration friction losses in the pipe line, 
and the possibility of still lower water in the lake, that the new pump, 
as installed, cannot be made to serve satisfactorily, and that no ti 
should be wasted in attempting to make it do 80. The Pump and motor 
are efficient, but not dependable against a suction lift in excess of 
22 feet, when there are several friction losses. The remedy, therefore, 
is to decrease the suction lift by lowering the pump. Being as it is 
necessary to move the pump, it would be advisable to lower it 
sufficiently to ensure efficient operation. I would suggest that « 
new pump house be erected immediately over the check valve now installed 
below the old pump house. This pump house should be 8' x 10" with an 
8" wall with an 8" concrete floor shab resting on gravel with wooden 
trap door giving access to the check valve. I would set the motor and 
pump as low as possible but resting on a concrete platform, sey 4" or 
6" above the concrete floor. 
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\ the 4 pipe line should have been laid at least 3' below 
the lowest anticipated water level of the lake. It has been laid 
only about 1' below the water level prevailing in April and 
May, and at the present time, fora considerable distance from 
the shore. The fact that the old pipe line never froze, is no 
reason to assume that the new one won't, especially since the 
old pipe is set nearly 9" lower and appears to be encased within 
an outer pipe. The only safe measure for ensuring that this 
new pipe line will not freeze, is to lower it so that there 
is 
water is now 4" deep. 1 would not care to recommend any 
other course. It might be possible to so cover up the pipe 
line as it now rests, in shallow water, so as to prevent freez- 
ing, but I have no suggestions to make alon; these lines. You 
know what the consequences would be should this pipe line freeze 
up, so no expense should be £ ered too freat to ensure 
interrupted water service.

He believes that if we were to cover the 
pipes which lay alonjside each other until they, strike deep 
waterm there will be no chance of they freezing. 1 would 
recommend the pump house be built and the pipe either covered 
er iowered and 1 should like to get instructions along 
these lines and in view of Mr. Gow's letter, shoula like to 
know who is to pay for the pump house and the, work on the 
pump line.

I am indeed surprised to hear of the unsatis- 
factory condition of the laundry sump at the Cecilia 
Jeffrey se as upon the occasion of my last visit 


to Kenorg, some two months ago, Captain Edwards informed 
me that @€cting upon our recommendation effois have been 
made to deepen the laundry sump to endeavor to reach a 
gravel bed and that these efforts have been successful 
and that the sump was operating satisfactorily. I will 
write Captain Edwards and ascertain from him further 
particulars as to the condition of the laundry sump. 


There is no doubt that Captain Edwards will 
be more or less worried by the efforts of the Sanitary 
Inspector at Kenora to have the proposed new work at 
the R. 0. Indian School carried out as the town 
authorities are making a drive to stop the pollution 
of the Lake of the Woods waters by summer campers and 
permanent institutions bordering on the waters of the 
lake. However, the conditions at the school are not 
any more serious, in my opinion, than they have been 
for some years past as far as pollution of the lake 
water is concerned. Eventually if this Re CG. Indian 
School is to be carried on in its present location the 
sewage disposal system will have to be remodelled and 
in view of the possibility of the Ontario Department of 
Health taking drastic action, such as closing down the 
institution, I would strongly advise that you submit 
the proposals forwarded from this office to you in 
January covering the proposed sewage disposal system 
at the school to the Department of Health at Toronto 
for their approval of the same. Rather than have the 
institution closed down I believe it will be necessary 
for you to proceed with the remodelling of the sewage 
disposal system during the present summer when the 
school is closed down for the holidays.
